This is an averugo of eleven to ouch 10,- 
000 nf'pupuUitiou in the state, and while figures on the 
cost of such support are not yet available, tho sum for the 
previous year was slightly more than $1200,000. 


Thirty of 1he ninety-two counties, including Allen 


have established orphans' homes for tho eare of thest 
children. Those counties expended $150,943.45 for the 
care of orphans in 1012. while the remaining sixty-two 
counties expended but $54,476.22 for similar care 
of their dependent children which were placed in in- 
stitutions outside the counties or otherwise provided for. 
Of the total number of children on public support last 
year, li.OSl! were the wards of thirty counties having or- 
phans" homes, ;md SS!) were the wards of the remaining 
sixty-two counties. In Marion county are four orphans' 
homes, while Vanderhurg county follows with throe.

of Hie situation, that the practically three thousand chil- 
dren under public support are there despite the. following 
of the general policy to secure suitable private homes for 
these little ones as rapidly as possible. Here they are 
nominally at least under the supervision of the agenta of 
the instil ut inns until it, becomes certain they are properly 
located, receive adequate care, kind treatment and en- 
abled tit ;i--i|uire something of an education.

He then 
showed that if the, bank's hooks were 
threatened with inspection by the, assess- 
ing officials, depositors would bq scared 
away and this flow of Idle capital, which 
Mr. Rims called tbe "Hfo Wood of prog- 
ress." would be stopped. "However dis- 
agreeable tho fact is," he said, "neverthe- 
less it is true and must he. recognized. 
Very recently, In one of the counties of 
this state,, an attempt of this kind waa 
made. The, immediate threatened result 
was so alarming, forcing even the call of 
loans to meet the-demands of depositors 
for their money, that the investigation 
was suspended at once." 


He then made a graphic showing of 


how the present system of subjecting 
mortgage loans—largely made to farmers 
—to taxation at the high rates prevalent 
in towns and cities, was driving Indiana, 
money out of Indiana—and with it. driv-
